Meteorological. 


Two thirds of the aerolites that fall upon the 
earth do so in the midst of June, July and Au- 
gust ; most of them between So’clock P.M. 
and sunset, —'They are much rarer in the po- 
jar than ia the equatorial neighbourhood .° 
They fallin serene weather, and seem to issue 
from an extensive, round cloud. 

The thundermg noise which accompanied 
the aerolite of Russia, 1787,-lasted four hours 
before the stones fell. 

Some portions appeared to touch the ground 
with a velocify hittle proportioned to their 
weight. x , 

They do not generally fall to the earth ver- 
tically, In 1532 a fall of white flint made * 
great ravages in Bavaria. , 

Falls of stones. occur in seasons remarkable 
for violent storms, earthquakes and other un- 
common phenomena, 

A shower of fize burnt up whole villages 
in Germany, anno, 823. Another shower 
of the same kind fell in the Grand Duchy of | 
Hoessee, 1571 : after a dreadful explasion it 
flowed through the streets, without. destroying 
the houses. At Sicksea Hausen a shower 
of fire took place. 1578, and the inflamed mat- 
ter burnta half hoar in the streets, before it was 
extinguished.

PLANTING OF STONE FRUIT. 

On this subject, one pertinent fact faithfully 
related is worth forty curious conjectures, and 
the following is sucha one. Ou the 28h day 
of November, 1775, Lremoved a cherry tree, 
the body of which was thicker than the calf of 
my leg, and on the tenth of June next foliow- 
jug, gathered 6 pounds of fine cherrics from it. 
—ihat is, six months and fuurteen days from 
the day of planting the tree, Now, if this be 
an extraordinary fact, may we not set down 
the 28th day of November as the best day 10 
the year for planting cherry trees? The hole 
in which this tree was planted, was digged a- 
bout eight inches deep; and a stake firmly 
fixed near the middlc of it. ‘The tree was then 
bound to the stake, so as that the roots were 
four inches shallower than as they stood where 
the tree grew originally. The earth was then 
thrown into the hole until it was level with 
the surface of the ground, and immediately 
plentifully watered, so as to carry the earth a- 
rong the roots; and then while the surface 
was yet wet, about cight inches more earth 
was added, which consequently covered the 
body of the tree'so much deeper than it grew, 
yet leaving the roots not so deep as they grew. 
Conjecture may be allowed to say, that at that 
season, veveiation had entirely ceased, and that 


the buds for next years growth were perfectly 


formed, and ready to grow with the first ap- 
pearance of the spring.— Young peach trees, 
removed but a small distance, at the time their 
blossoms are just beginning toopen, will 
sometimes ripentheir fruit the same fall : but 
their growth in the next year will notbe so vi- 
gorous as of those planted between the middle 
and last of November, or ot those planted ear.. 
lier in the spring. ‘The essential! points in plan- 
ting of fruit treés are, that they be planted ra- 
ther shallower than they originally g:ew— 
that they are kept steady in their places —and, 
that the waters ran from then, both ta th> win 

ter and in the spring, rather than toward tem. 
There is one observation in anold ait wack, 
perhaps twenty or thirty years old, tht is well 


worth remembering, because it is trus, that “a” 


free use of fine ripe fruit in th’s country would 
ou an average add seven years to the hfe‘of 
cuh citizen, ia add.tion to the advaniages of 
sound health and the indulgence of the high- 
est luxury the world ever did or can afford.

the multitude except by the river, immediate- 
ly tcok tothe water and swam with the flood 
tide about five miles, closely pursued by the 
natives in their boats, until she landed under a 
tree in Mr. Rae’s dock-yard. Here she laid 
herself down, apparently much fatigaed, but 
befere the people inthe yard could get their 
fire arms ready, she had considerably recover- 
ed her strength.— Rendered desperate by this, 
she advanced against her new opponents, and 
singlingout a Mr. Earle, an European gen- 
(leman im the yard, who was provided with 'a 
cutlass, she sprang upon him before he eould 
make use of his weapon, knocked him down 
with her front paw, seized his head in hei 
mouth, bit off a considerable part ofthe skin of 
his forehead, and wounded him in several pla-’ 
ces. ‘Atterthis she sprung upon a mative, frac- 
tured his scull, and otherwise lacerated him so 
dreadfully, that the poor fellow died next day, 
She then entered a thicket of jungle close b' 
where she was allowed to remain unmolested, 
As this oceurrence took place on a holiday, 
there were very few men in the yard-or els¢ 
she might have been killed on the spot; yet 
this may be perhaps regarded as a fortuhate 
circumstance, as greater injury might have 
been otherwise sustained. Qn the morning of. 
the following day, the 18th, she had got about , 
a mile farther frem ihe water side, and near to. 
the sepoy’s village. Here ‘she was again sur- 
rounded by about a thousand natives, when, 
although she had been much lamed on the’ pre- 
ceding day, she sprung furiously on. several 
of them, and wounded ene poor woman so 
dreadfully as to occasion her death. A_ forte- 
nate shot, however, laid her prostrate, and 
prevented further injury. On ascertaining 
her dimensions, she was found to measure 
cight feet from the nose to the tip of her tail, & 
to have stood about four feet high. Her fore 
foot, above the ancle was thirteen inches in 
circumference: We ere happy in finding it 
mentioned, that none ofthe wounds sustained 
by Mr. Earle ave considered dangerousy. -

"ihe sccong Preat article in the Treaty, is,a 
grant on the part of G. Britain to the A 
mericans to trade to Calcutte,the Peninsula of 
Hindostan ; while the trade of China belongs 
tothe Best India Company, which has ao 
power to obstruct the intercourse of either A 
mericans or any other foreigners there. The 
United States will therefore have access to 
traftick with every possession the British bold 
in the East Indies. 

According to the ideas of Europe, (con- 
tinues the London Editor) this grant must not 
only be viewed in the light of a commercial ad- 

vantage, but also of a political favour. 
he third artic!e prohibits the British from 
trading within the jurisdiction of the United 
States.
